the father of former Hawkeye assistant Ryan Brownlee, who was named head coach at 
Western linosin September, 


During his last coaching stint at linls State, Brownlee won 157 games over seven 
seasons, In 2009 his inal season Brownlee led the Redbirds to a 25-23 overall record 
and an appearance inthe MissouriValle Conference Tournament. He had five players 
ramet the Al-MIVC team, the most for the program since 2006, 


Prior to coaching at ilinos State, Brownlee spent 23 seasons atthe helm ofthe 
Evansville baseball program, where he posted 16 wining season. After going 737-1 
during his fst season in 1980, the following season the Aces won 26 games, more wins 
than the previous thee seasons combined, From 1983 to 1985, Brownlee was athree- 
time Heartland Conference Coach ofthe Year, leading Evansville to league titles all three 
seasons.

Two Hawkeyes were selected in the 2005 Major League Baseball Amateur 
Draft.

Another pair of Hawkeyes signed free 
agent contracts, with Nate Yoho joining the Milwaukee Brewers organization 
and Jesse Browmell getting penned by the Colorado Rockies. 


In 2003, first team All-Big Ten pitcher Nate Johnson was selected by the 
Philadelphia Phillies in the MLB Draft 
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‘Two Hawkeyes prolonged their 2003 baseball seasons atthe 
professional level. Junior Kyle Thousand surrendered his final 
year of eligibility to pursue a professional career with the Toronto 
Blue Jays. The two-time All-Big Ten centerfielder was selected in 
the 26th round of Major League Basebal’s amateur draft. Former 
Hawkeye MVP and right-handed pitcher Reed Pawelk signed a 
free-agent contract with the Florida Marlins following lowa’s 2003 
season, 


Four Hawkeyes were drafted by the major leagues after the 1999 
‘season, Pitcher, Wes Obermueller was drafted in the second round 
by the Kansas City Royals, second baseman Brian Mitchell went in 
the 40th round to the Toronto Blue Jays and pitcher, Matt Sawwell 
Signed a pro contract with the New York Mets. 


Obermueler started the 2002 season as a member ofthe Wichita 
Wranglets, a Double-A affiliate ofthe Kansas City Royals, before 
being promoted tothe parent club and making his Major 
League debut Sept. 20 against the Cleveland indians.
